HISTORY 

The  year  1900  was  marked  by  a  severe  famine,  with  its 
subsequent  epidemics  and  malnutrition.  The  incidence  of 
blindness  was  therefore  even  higher  than  usual.  Thus  many 
blind  children  attracted  the  attention  of  those  working  for  the 
famine  sufferers.  So  it  was  that  Miss  Anna  Millard  in  the 
year  of  this  famine,  gathered  together  at  first  some  blind 
-orphans,  and  later  others,  to  start  the  American  Mission  School 
for  the  Blind.  It  steadily  grew  through  her  untiring  efforts. 
From  the  first  blind  girls  as  well  as  blind  boys  have  been  able 
to  receive  education  and  training  here.  The  first  premises  were 
on  Love  Lane,  Byculla.  These  were  gradually  outgrown.  The 
area  about  them  became  too  congested.  Through  Miss  Millard’s 
•efforts  a  site  of  land  in  Dadar  was  given  by  the  Government 
where  a  new  building  was  erected  in  1920.  Here  the  School 
has  remained.  Through  the  years  it  has  given  primary  edu¬ 
cation  and  vocational  training  to  blind  students.  With  the 
year  1937  the  staff  and  equipment  have  been  increased  so  as 
.to  enable  students  to  proceed  into  secondary  education. 


PURPOSE 

This  School  seeks  to  give  to  the  blind  or  visually  handi¬ 
capped  child  an  education  comparable  to  that  which  sighted 
children  procure.  It  endeavours  to  make  the  blind  children 
who  come  to  it  socially  acceptable,  self-respecting  citizens  of 
India.  It  seeks  to  train  them  toward  useful  work  or  profession. 
This  School  tries  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  up-to-date  methods 
and  appliances  which  are  available  for  use  in  the  education  of 
the  Blind.  The  education  of  the  Blind  is  a  large  field  which 
has  gained  a  great  amount  of  attention  in  Western  countries. 
Consequently  it  is  from  these  countries  that  most  of  our  expert 
.advice  and  apparatus  come.  Because  of  the  nature  of  the 
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handicap  of  the  children  methods  of  instruction  must  be  dif¬ 
ferent.  Embossed  rather  than  ink-print  books  are  used.  All' 
other  senses  than  the  sight  must  be  stimulated  to  facilitate 
learning.  Object  lessons  play  an  important  part. 

Tt  might  be  said  that  the  education  of  the  blind  child’ 
requires  first  the  education  of  the  blind  child’s  parents.  Too 
often  the  parents  deprive  the  child  of  training  adapted  to  his 
abilities,  training  which  will  enable  him  to  be  a  part  of  the 
world  in  which  he  must  live,  because  the  way  seems  so  pitiably 
hard  to  them.  Parents  must  look  to  the  future  and  to  the  real 
happiness  of  the  child.  Who  would  exchange  dependency  and 
idleness  for  self-reliance  and  activity  ?  Yet  many  parents 
force  blind  children  into  adult  dependency  and  idleness  by 
denying  them  an  education.  Blind  children  need  sympathetic- 
encouragement,  opportunity,  and  hope, — not  pity. 

The  School  offers  boarding  facilities  for  those  who  wish 
to  live  at  the  School.  Day  scholars  are  also  welcome. 

Children  of  any  caste,  creed  or  colour  are  taken.  While 
the  School  is  Christian  in  its  management,  no  attempt  is  made 
to  force  children  to  that  religion.  Each  child  is  trained  in  his 
own  religion  for  his  own  personal  development.  Parents  and 
guardians  should  advise  the  School  regarding  this  and  co-oper¬ 
ate  in  having  the  children  receive  the  desired  religious¬ 
training. 

Visitors  are  always  welcome  at  the  School  which  is  on 
Dadar  Station  Road,  a  few  minutes’  walk  from  the  Parel  Train: 
Terminus.  The  children  may  be  seen  in  their  regular  classes 
on  week  days  (except  Saturdays)  from  11  a.  m.  to  4-30  p.  m. 
and  on  Saturdays  from  10  a.  m.  to  1  p.  m.  But  they  are 
always  busy,  and  even  out  of  school  hours  visitors  will  find 
interesting  activities  going  on.

GENERAL  REPORT 


The  two  years  under  review  have  been  marked  by  a  de¬ 
cided  improvement  in  the  general  tone  of  the  School.  At  the 
■end  of  1936  the  Management  decided  that  the  continuance  of 
the  School  depended  on  raising  the  scholastic  achievements,  and 
providing  a  good  home,  not  for  every  and  any  blind  child 
(regardless  of  ability,  but  for  those  who  could  and  should 
achieve  either  a  primary  education,  or  a  secondary  education. 
Because  of  the  specialised  training  of  the  Principal  we  have 
gone  a  long  way  toward  our  goal.  The  children  are  well  cared 
for  physically  and  mentally.  Good  thoughts,  good  deeds, 
good  food  are  part  of  the  daily  routine.  Personalities  and 
^abilities  unfold  under  this  atmosphere,  as  blossoms  under  sun 
.and  water.  Light  does  shine  out  of  the  darkness. 

The  budget  has  been  increased  to  cope  with  the  wider 
•opportunities.  This  has  drawn  heavily  on  our  resources,  but 
we  rely  on  the  fruits  of  our  labors  to  prove  the  value  of  the 
work,  and  thereby  rebuild  a  secure  financial  basis  as  well  as 
provide  for  ever  increasing  needs.  To  those  who  have  given 
faithfully  and  generously  and  enabled  us  to  carry  forward  we 
extend  our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation.  The  last  two 
years  have  shown  an  increase  in  the  donations  and  subscriptions 
received.  The  future  must  hold  still  greater  increases  that 
this  opportunity  for  those  who  have  lost  their  sight  may  be 
■continued  and  kept  alongside  the  most  modern  methods  for  the 
•education  of  the  blind. 

It  should  be  noted  that  girls  as  well  as  boys  of  all  castes^ 
•creeds,  and  colour  are  admitted,  and  that  each  child’s  religion 
is  respected.  Also  it  should  be  noted  that  our  Principal'  is  an 
Indian  who  has  a  Master’s  degree  in  Education,  and  a  Diploma 
an  the  Education  of  the  Blind  from  Harvard  University'.  These 
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facts  should  make  each  one  here  in  India  eager  to  share  in 
providing  educational  opportunities  to  this  group  of  people- 
without  sight,  of  whom  there  are  such  an  overwhelming  number 
in  this  country.  India  should  no  longer  let  herself  be  a  place 
where  blind  people  are  supposed  to  be  beggars  or  nothing.. 
Already  there  are  outstanding  examples  of  persons  who  have 
achieved  great  things  without  the  use  of  their  eyes.  Our 
friends  are  requested  to  send  word  regarding  any  blind  child: 
of  their  acquaintance  to  the  Principal  so  that  all  children 
possible  may  be  given  a  chance. 

The  future  holds  still  greater  opportunities.  This  School 
is  making  every  effort  to  serve.  Your  support  in  money, 
gifts,  and  prayers  is  needed. 


EDUCATIONAL  REPORT 

1937  1938 

This  is  the  first  report  to  be  issued  after  a  period  of  two 
years’  concentrated  work.  During  these  months,  the  attempt 
has  been  to  build  the  Educational  side  of  the  School  on  modern 
lines.  The  revised  School  Curriculum  which  appears  in  this- 
report  gives  a  fair  idea  of  the  added  activities. 

Present  Pupils 

The  year  1937  opened  with  27  boys  and  girls.  The 
highest  number  reached  during  the  period  under  report  was  31- 
1938  has  been  the  record  year  for  withdrawals  and  admissions. 
Almost  all  the  10  pupils  (4  boys  and  (>  girls)  who  finished' 
their  courses  have  been  placed  as  Music  Teachers  or  Braille 
Writers.  Their  places  have  been  taken  by  one  Pre-School  and 
ten  School  children  under  12.  They  have  been  exhibiting 
themselves  very  well  in  all  the  . varied  activities  of  the  School.

weight  of  the  children.  Considering  that 

the 

strength  of  the 

students  has  been  steady,  and  the  vacancies  created  by  with¬ 
drawals  of  grown-up  young  folks  have  been  filled  by  little 
children,  the  increase  in  weight  shows  a  remarkable  achieve¬ 
ment.  Well-planned  dietetics,  preventive  rather  than  curative 
measures,  plenty  of  fresh  air  and  varied  school-lit  e-activities 
including  recreation  and  out-door  games  are  some  of  the 
reasons  for  this  health  record.  There  has  been  no  case  of 
death  among  the  school  pupils  during  the  period.  A  few 
serious  cases  of  sickness  have  been  sent  to  the  local  hospitals. 
Our  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  authorities  of  the  K.  E.  M. 
Hospital,  Bai  Jerbai  Wadia  and  J.  J.  Hospitals  for  their  help 
and  co-operation,  and  to  Dr.  0.  M.  Gadre,  M.B.,I>.S.,  and 
Dr.  S.  G.  Kapadia,  B.  A.,  M.B.,B.S.  Dr.  Gadre  has  helped 
us  for  quite  a  number  of  years.  Dr.  Kapadia  was  appointed 
the  Honorary  Medical  Officer  in  July,  1938.  Since  his 
appointment,  he  has  been  periodically  examining  the  children, 
and  giving  special  attention  to  individual  children. 

Dental  care  formed  a  regular  part  of  the  health  programme. 
All  the  children  were  individually  examined  and  attended 
to  by  Dr.  V.  M.  Desai,  D.  D.  S.,  and  Dr.  Vero  P.  DeSar 
D.  D.  S.,  the  Honorary  Dental  Surgeons,  and  their  assistants- 
Our  grateful  thanks  are  conveyed  to  them. 


Physical  Education 

Of  all  the  physical  activities,  supervised  games,  initiated 
and  executed  by  children  themselves,  are  liked  most.  The 
specially  prepared  running  track  has  been  a  common  ground 
for  the  non-seeing  and  the  seeing  children.  It  has  served  to 
be  a  bond  of  friendship  and  field  for  play,  fun  and  co-operation. 
Girl  guiding  and  Cubbing  are  continued  with  the  usual  zeal 
and  enthusiasm. 

Industrial 

A  new  industry,  using  sisal  hemp  has  been  introduced. 
The  School  has  obtained  a  certificate  of  merit  in  Cane  Work 
from  the  Lord  Roay  Museum,  Poona  Industrial  Exhibition,  and 
three  First  Class  Certificates  have  been  awarded  to  three  in¬ 
dividual  students.  The  Exhibitions  at  Poona  and  at  Ahmeda- 
bad  under  the  auspices  of  the  Jyoti  Sangha  have  highly  com¬ 
mended  the  materials  made  by  the  Blind  Children. 

Music 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Music  Department  has  been 
affiliated  to  the  Indian  School  of  Music,  Bombay.  One  student 
will  complete  the  Elementary  Course  in  Music  this  year  from 
our  School.  He  expects  to  continue  his  music  studies  in  the 

School  of  Indian  Music  next  year.

Literary 

The  progress  of  the  pupils  has  been  satisfactorily  main¬ 
tained,  as  the  reports  of  the  Educational  Inspector,  appearing 
elsewhere  in  this  report  will  show.  It  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  the  school  children  have  begun  to  make  liberal  use  of  the 
Library  magazines  and  books.  The  School  subscribes  to  seven 
ink-print  and  four,  braille  magazines  for  pupils  who  take 
particular  care  to  have  them  read  or  to  read  them  in  turns. 


English-reading-pupils  have  each  read  from  six  to  twelve 
books,  besides  text  books  during  the  last  twelve  months. 

In  our  new  scheme  one  girl  is  reading  in  the  High  School 
and  is  preparing  for  the  Matriculation  Examination  of  the 
Bombay  University.  Two  boys  will  follow  her  steps  next  year. 

The  Department  of  the  Deaf-Blind 

The  Department  was  opened  with  the  triply  handicapped 
boy,  Jaising,  in  January  1938.  This  Deaf-Blind  boy  is  being- 
taught  through  the  oral  or  more  technically  known  as  the 
Tandoma  Method,  and  to  hear  through  bone  conduction.  He 
can  now  follow  ten  commands  and  recognise  ten  objects  with 
associated  feelings.  He  is  showing  signs  of  progress  in  every 
way. 

Our  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  a  group  of  young  friends 
who  have  promised  to  present  this  special  department  with  an 
electric  device,  known  as  Phipps  Unit.  This  device  helps 
deaf-mute  persons  to  preserve  and  develop  their  residual  hear¬ 
ing  and  to  hear  through  Bone-Conduction. 

Conclusion 

The  American  Mission  School  for  the  Blind  has  been  a 
pioneering  Institution  in  Western  India.  It  has  in  the  past 
handed  down  the  experience  and  good-will  of  the  Western 
Countries.  It  still  strives  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  the 
handicapped  children.  A  Department  of  the  Deaf-Blind,  the 
only  one  of  its  kind  in  India  has  been  started.  Instead  of  wait¬ 
ing  and  making  elaborate  preparations,  it  has  already  admitted 
one  pre-school  blind  child.  This  child  is  being  well  taken  care 
of.  As  the  number  grows,  the  other  requirements  will  be 
fulfilled  and  a  regular  Class  for  Pre-School  Children  will 
eventually  be  started. 
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Mistrust  in  the  Capacities  of  the  Blind 

The  accomplishment  o£  individual  blind  persons  has 
attracted  the  attention  o£  the  general  public,  yet  the  myth  o£ 
mistrust  in  the  capacity  o£  the  blind  as  a  class  is  still  gripping 
the  minds  o£  even  the  average  educated  man.  This  disbelief 
in  the  possibilities  o£  the  blind  is  only  natural,  if  more  blind 
pupils  do  not  get  properly  educated  and  claim  their  rightful 
position  in  society  along  with  their  seeing  compeers.  Not 
more  than  -8  per  cent,  of  a  total  1,50,000  blind  pupil 
population  o£  school-going  age  are  receiving  special  instruction 
i ii-  India.  Bombay  Presidency  alone  has  a  little  more  than 
8000  blind  children  from  the  ages  of  5  to  15.  The  number  of 
the  blind  up  to  the  age  of  5  and  between  the  ages  of  15  and  20, 
equals  the  number  of  blind  children  c£  school-going  age.  In 
other  words  6000  blind  pupils  in  the  province  should  receive 
enough  education,  industrial,  musical  and  literary,  so  that  they 
will  not  be  a  burden  to,  but  contributive  members  of,  society. 
Out  of  these  6000  blind  pupil  population  of  Bombay  4500  up 
to  the  age  of  15  are  hopeful  subjects  who,  with  proper  training 
may  enjoy  successful  careers — lawyers,  educators,  craftsmen, 
business  men,  typists,  musicians,  honest  labourers  and  so  on. 

Bombay,  the  Home  of  Social  Service  in  India 

It  has  been  rightly  said  that  “Bombay  has  been  the  Home 
of  Social  Service  in  India”.  The  humanitarian  attitude  of  the 
citizens  has  given  ample  expression  by  establishing  many 
centres  of  social  service,  rescue  homes,  shelters  for  the  poor, 
raising  the  living  and  environmental .  conditions  of  the  slums, 
and  founding  many  more  schools  than  any  other  single  pro¬ 
vince  in  India,  for  the  education  of  defective  children.  No 
other  city  in  India  has  two  schools  for  blind  children  and  an 
Industrial  Home  for  the  adult  blind.  But  it  is  a  matter  of 
great  regret  that  not  more  than  200  blind  children,  out  of  a 
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pupil  population  o£  3000,  are  receiving  special  attention.  The 
reasons  are  apparently  three-fold;  namely  Bombay  as  a  Presi¬ 
dency  has  cared  (i)  more  for  the  adult  blind  and  (ii)  for  the 
blind  children  from  the  economic  fringe  of  society  who  are 
decidedly  of  an  inferior  mental  ability,  to  the  (iii)  neglect  of 
blind  children  from  respectable  homes,  who  are  of  a  superior 
mental  capacity.  These  flabby,  flatulent,  and  apparently  more 
fortunate  visually  handicapped  children  are  being  spoilt  or 
neglected  by  over-fond  or  ignorant  parents  at  home. 

Possibilities  of  Blind  Children  under  a  Centralised 
Organisation 

One  of  the  greatest  social  workers  of  the  twentieth  cen¬ 
tury  and  a  practical  philosopher  of  the  age,  Helen  Keller,  the 
triply  handicapped  under-privileged  American  woman  has  said, 
*‘The  heaviest  burden  of  the  blind  is  not  blindness  but  idleness, 
and  they  can  be  relieved  of  this  greatest  burden."  The  blind 
children  from  rich  and  better  homes  should  be  saved  from  the 
evils  of  their  environment-repletion,  idleness  and  flabbiness. 
They  have  a  right  to  education  just  as  their  friends  from  the 
lower  strata  of  society  have.  They  should  also  learn  the  dignity 
of  labour.  A  strong  organisation  should  find  out  and  group 
these  unfortunate  children  according  to  their  mental,  musical 
and  mechanical  aptitudes.  Bombay  still  has  a  chance  of  taking 
the  lead  in  India  in  this  direction  by  establishing  or  sponsoring 
a  central  organisation  for  the  Blind  which  will  take  care  of 
the  visually-handicapped  pupils  of  inferior  as  well  as  superior 
mental  abilities  and  administer  to  each  an  education  suited  to 
his  or  her  capacities. 

Our  School  for  the  Blind  will  always  co-operate  and  en¬ 
deavour  to  contribute  to  this  phase  of  Pioneering  Work  for  the 
Blind. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  EDUCATIONAL  INSPECTOR 

Report  of  Mr.  V.  1).  Ghate,  M.  A.,  B.  T.,  1.  ]).  (London )T 
Educational  Inspector ,  Bombay  Division 

Dated  the  6th  August  1937 

There  is  a  definite  improvement  in  the  work  of  the  School 
and  the  management  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  securing 
a  devoted  and  trained  worker  like  Mr.  Haider.  Mr.  Haider’s- 
relations  with  the  individual  hoys  and  girls  were  found  to  be 
personal  and  friendly,  and  the  children  looked  bright  andi 
happy.  I  was  also  glad  to  note  that  the  children  look  much- 
cleaner  this  year. 

Pupils  receive  literary  education  of  the  primary  standards,. 
Marathi  being  the  teaching  medium  and  English  a  subsidiary 
subject.  Besides  the  three  R’s,  emphasis  is  given  to  Object 
Lessons,  Nature  Study,  Modelling  and  Gardening.  Careful 
attention  is  paid  to  the  development  of  touch  and  hearing,, 
which  are  the  only  two  assets  of  the  blind.  Reading  was  found- 
to  be  good. 

Mr.  Haider  has  provided  games  and  exercises  both  for 
sense-training  as  well  as  removal  of  certain  physical  defects 
associated  with  some  types  of  blindness.  A  spacious  play-ground1 
where  the  children  can  play  freely  will  be  very  useful. 

Children  go  through  “a  domestic  drill”  and  “an  etiquette 
course”.  Under  the  first  course  they  are  taught  to  go  through 
the  actions  required  in  every  day  life  viz.  dressing,  undressing,, 
drinking  tea,  making  one’s  bed  etc..  In  the  second  course 
they  are  taught  good  manners.  I  should  think  such  courses 
would  he  useful  even  for  children  possessing  the  blessing  of 
sight. 


Music  Department  is  re-organised  and  affiliated  to  the 
Bombay  School  of  Indian  Music  of  Prof.  Deodhar. 

Industrial  Education  comprises  wool-knitting,  coir-mat¬ 
making,  basketry,  manufacture  and  repair  of  cane-furniture. 
Button-making  out  of  coconut  shell  is  being  tried. 

Mr.  Haider  hopes  to  develop  a  Secondary  Department  in 
•course  of  time.  It  will  be  quite  possible  to  do  that  if  Co¬ 
operation  of  district  officers  is  obtained  and  parents  of  blind 
children  induced  to  send  them  for  instruction  to  Bombay.

CURRICULUM 

The  work  of  the  School  is  divided  into  four  main  depart¬ 
ments  :  Industrial  :  Musical  :  Literary  :  Physical  Education. 

Industrial  Education  comprises  Wool-knitting,  Sisal- 
hemp  work,  Coir-mat-making,  Bead-chain-making,  Basketry, 
Manufacture  and  Repair  of  Cane  Furniture.  Manipulation  of 
carpentry  tools  is  taught  to  help  the  pupils  in  their  own  trade 
and  also  to  encourage  a  transfer  to  regular  Woodwork  in  case 
of  partially  sighted  children. 

J fusic  Education  :  “Music  is  the  Light  of  the  Blind”  in 
that  it  gives  them  recreation  as  well  as  occupation.  But  it 
becomes  the  leading  light  when  it  can  be  their  profession.  The 
sti  ivina  to  this  end.  The  Music  School  is  affiliated 
to  a  Modern  School  of  Indian  Music.  Instruction  is  <>iven 
both  in  Instrumental  and  Vocal  music.  English  music  is  more 
recreational  and  appreciative  than  vocational. 

literary  Education  :  All  Pupils  receive  literary  education 
up  through  the  Primary  Standards,  Marathi  being:  the  teaching 
medium,  English  a  subsidiary  subject.  Gujarati  and  Hindi 
are  also  taught.  Pupils  exhibiting  special  merit  are  admitted 
into  higher  standards  in  order  to  prepare  for  the  Matriculation 
Examination.  Besides  the  three  R*s,  great  emphasis  is  given 
to  Object  Lessons,  Nature  Study,  Modelling  and  Gardening. 
Gieat  care  is  taken  to  preserve  and  to  develop  touch  and  hearing 

llie  Educat  ion  of  the  Deaf-Elind-and-Mute  :  The  technique 
of  making  the  blind  productive  members  of  the  societA'  is  now 
fairly  advanced  but  the  problems  of  the  deaf-blind  (and 
naturally  mute)  have  not  been  touched  in  India.  A  start  has 
been  made  in  this  direction  in  the  School.  The  Deaf-Blind- 
and-Mute  children  are  taught  TO  SPEAK  through  ORAL 
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METHOD,  TO  HEAR  through  BONE-CONDUCTION  and 
10  READ  and  TO  WRITE  with  BRAILLE. 

1  liysical  Education  :  This  aspect  in  education  of  the  Blind 
is  more^important  than  an  ordinary  person  would  think.  The 
vitality  of  an  average  blind  person  is  supposed  to  be  25  per 
cent,  below  that  of  his  seeing  compeer.  It  is,  therefore, 
essential  that  he  should  be  well  fed  and  well  exercised.  The 
School  has  a  small  gymnasium  and  a  running  track.  Besides 
these,  the  children  enjoy  their  regular  calisthenics  drill,  sports, 
and  play. 

Corrective  exercises  :  To  remedy  the  functional  and  tran¬ 
sitional  physical  defects,  corrective  exercises  are  given  to 
individual  children  according  to  their  needs.  Through  making 
the  children  physically  acceptable,  they  are  enabled  to  have 
better  and  more  normal  social  contacts. 

School-Life  Activities  :  In  the  student  government  of  the 
Institution  pupils  have  recreational  and  social  clubs,  such  as  a 
Literary  Society,  News  Paper  Reading  Clubs,  Scouting,  Girl 
Guiding,  Excursion  Clubs,  etc. 

Everybody  is  encouraged  to  participate  in  some  degree  in 
household  work,  an  abiding  means  of  fostering  the  sense  of 
being  helpful  and  responsible. 

As  blind  children  are  deprived  of  the  most  important  sense, 
they  have  to  be  told  and  taught  matters  which  may  appear  to 
be  absurd  to  the  sighted.  The  School  affords  them  an 
opportunity  by  offering  a  course  in  the  Science  of  the  Common 
Things  of  Life,  such  as  etiquette,  manners  in  eating,  dressing, 
making  their  own  beds,  and  so  on.  In  other  words,  they  are 
helped  in  order  to  help  themselves  to  be  contributing  members 
of  society. 
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RULES  FOR  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PUPILS 

1.  The  School  is  open  to  blind  girls  and  boys  up  to  the 

acre  of  sixteen,  without  distinction  of  caste,  creed, 
or  colour.  • 

A  child  who  is  visually  handicapped  to  such  an  extent 
that  he  cannot  read  ordinary  school  books  used  by 
siahted  children,  and  who  is  therefore  deprived  of  a 
means  of  getiing  an  education  in  a  sighted  school, 
is  to  be  considered  blind  and  in  need  of  a  special 
education. 

2.  A  child  must  be  free  from  contagious  disease.  He 

must  have  a  thorough  medical  examination  upon 
entrance  into  the  School. 

3.  Pupils  may  enter  at  any  time  during  the  year,  though 

the  School  year  begins  in  June. 

*4.  Tuition  is  Its.  30  for  the  year.  Rs.  15  must  be  paid 
upon  the  opening  of  the  School  in  June  and  Its.  15 
upon  the  return  from  the  Christmas  holidays  at  the 
beginning;  of  January.  No  refunds  can  be  made 
upon  these  half-yearly  payments.  But  a  pupil 
leaving  before  the  last  half-yearly  payment  is  due 
need  not  pay  the  second  instalment  of  Rs.  15. 

*5,  Boarding  fees  are  Rs.  10  a  month,  and  may  be  paid 
monthly,  quarterly,  or  yearly.  They  are  due  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  of  the  month  in  which  they  are 
paid.  Boarding  fees  include  food,  lodging,  washing, 
and  ordinary  medical  attention.  They  do  not 
include  clothing  or  travel  expenses.  When  a  pupil 
is  out  of  boarding  a  full  month  only  half  fees  shall 
be  charged. 
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6.  Pupils  are  to  spend  the  long  vacation  with  their 

parents,  guardians,  or  friends. 

7.  All  pupils  must  be  supplied  with  the  following  at  the
